17. Quorum. — No business shall be transacted at a 
meot.ng of the Advisoiy Committee oi the Housing Board, 
whether ordinary or emergent, unless at least live mem- 
bers empowered to vote in the case oi the Advisory Com- 
mittee and three members empowered to vote in the ease 
oi the Housing Board are present: 

Provided that if at any meeting loss than tins number
